To amend the Provisions of an Act of the Second and Third 
Years of his late Majesty’s Reign, to amend the Representation 
of the People of Ireland in respect of the Right of Voting 
in the University of Dublin.

Act was passed in the Session of Parliament 
I, olden in the second and third years of his late Majesty’s reign 
intituled, “ An Act to amend tile Representation of the People of 
Ireland,” whereby it was, among other things, enacted, that, in addi- 
, lion to the persons then qualified to vote at the Election of a Member 
to serve in Parliament for the University of Dublin, every person being 
of the ane of Twenty-one Years, who had obtained, or hereafter should 
obtain, the Degree of Master of Arts, or any higher Degree, or a 
Scholarship or Fellowship, in the said University, and whose name 

10 should be- upon the Books of the said University, should be entil ed o 

vote at any Election of a Member or Members to serve m any future 
Parliament for the said University, so long as the name of such person 
should be kept and continue to be kept on the Books of the sad 
University as a member thereof, subject however and according to the 
15 Rules and Statutes of the said University ; and that every pe - 
whose name should be continued upon the said Books for the puipose 
of entitling him to vote at the Election of Members to serve m Pa ha- 
ment for the said University, should be liable to pay to the said CMlege 
an annual sum of One Pound, and no more ; and that upon the reta. 
of any such person to pay the said annual sum of One Pound wdhu 
One Month after the same should have been demanded , us na 
be removed from said Books, and should not be again replaced thereof

And whereas the said annual payment has been found inconvenient, and 
doubts have arisen as to the effect of the provisions of the said Act in 
respect of the demand therein mentioned, and it is expedient to amend 
the said Act in those respects ; M it tljcreforc ©nacteti, by The 
QUEEN’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 5 
Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, THAT 
so much of the said recited Act as makes every person whose name 
shall be or be continued upon the books of the said University, for 
the purpose of enabling him to vote at the Election of Members 10 
to serve in Parliament for the said University, liable to pay to 
the said College an annual sum of One Pound, shall be repealed, 
without prejudice nevertheless to any such payment heretofore 
made or accrued due under the provisions of the said Act, and 
that in lieu thereof every such person shall he and become liable to 15 
a septennial payment of Two Pounds, the first payment thereof to be 
made on the First day of October next after the passing of this Act, 
and the like sum to be payable on the First day of October in each 
succeeding seventh year, so long as the name of such person shall 
be continued upon the books of the said University for the purpose 2 o 
of enabling him to vote as aforesaid ; and that, in default of any such 
payment, the name of such person shall be removed from the said 
books, and shall not be again replaced thereon. 

Provided also, and be it Enacted, That every person whose name 
shall at the passing of this Act be upon the said books, shall, on or 25 
before the said First day of October next after the passing of this 
Act, pay to the said College all and every the sums heretofore accrued 
due to the said College on account of the said annual payment of One 
Pound under the provisions of the said Act, together with the said 
sum of Two Pounds payable on that day under the provisions of this g 0 
Act, and that, in default thereof, the name of such person shall be 
removed from the said books, and shall not be again replaced thereon. 

And be it further Enacted, That every person who shall hereafter 
obtain the Degree of Master of Arts, or any higher Degree, in the 
said University, and who shall he desirous of acquiring the right to 35 
vote at the Election of a Member or Members to serve in Parliament 
for such University, shall, on or before the First day of October next 
after he shall obtain suctr Degree, pay to the said College the sum of 
Two Pounds ; and that in default thereof, and until such payment 
shall be made, he shall not, any thing in the said recited Act con- 40 
tained to the contrary notwithstanding, he entitled to vote at any such 
Election. 

AND whereas in some cases the said College has compounded with 
the persons liable to the said annual payment of One Pound under 

the 
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the provisions of the said Act for a gross sum of Five Pounds for 
their respective lives, and it is just that such persons should have the 
benefit of such Composition; BE it therefore Enacted, That all such 
Compositions made at any time before the First day of October One 
5 thousand eight hundred and Thirty-eight shall be good and valid, and 
that nothing in this Act contained shall be construed to make such 
persons liable to the said septennial payment, but that all such per- 
sons shall, so long as their names shall be continued on the books of 
the said University, be entitled to vote at any such Election as afore- 
10 said, without any further payment whatsoever ; any thing in this Act 
or the said recited Act contained to the contrary notwithstanding. 

And be it Enacted, That this Act may be altered, amended or re- 
pealed by any Act to be passed in this present Session of Parliament.
